MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

BEING  THAT 

for  the  Year  1935 

To  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  County  of  the  City  of  Worcester. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  annual  report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  City  for  the  year  1935  and 
my  sixth  report  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Registrar-General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  the  City’s 
population  is  given  as  52,700,  and  upon  this  figure  the  vital 
statistics  have  been  calculated. 

The  Death  Rate  was  12T8.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  11 -7. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  14-46,  showing  a  decrease  of  0-04  over 
last  year. 

The  Infantile  Death  Rate  was  52 *5  per  1,000  births;  a 
reduction  of  6-3  on  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  57-0. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  continued  to  be  above 
normal;  and  an  unusually  large  number  of  cases  of  diph¬ 
theria,  many  of  them  of  a  serious  character,  was  dealt  with 
at  the  City  Isolation  Hospital. 
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» 

Slum  Clearance  has  gone  steadily  forward,  110  houses  being 
represented  as  unfit  during  the  year.  A  larger  number  were 
not  dealt  with  owing  to  shortage  of  rehousing  sites;  but  the 
vigorous  action  of  the  Health  Committee  in  acquiring  sites 
has  now  provided  sufficient  space  to  rehouse  all  persons  who 
will  be  displaced  under  the  Council's  Slum  Clearance  Scheme. 

Preliminary  steps  to  implement  the  1935  Housing  (Over¬ 
crowding)  Act  have  been  taken,  and  at  the  time  of  writing 
the  survey  lias  been  completed  and  the  overcrowding  report 
and  the  rehousing  proposals  submitted  to  the  Ministry. 

The  reorganisation  of  the  staffing  of  the  Public  Medical 
Services  was  carried  out  during  the  year;  but  the  problem  of 
adequate  clinic  accommodation  still  remains;  and  among 
other  future  needs  are  a  new  Venereal  Diseases  Centre  and 
an  extension  of  the  City  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  staff — to  the  members  of  which  I  am  indebted  for  loyal 
support  and  assistance—  has  been  augmented  by  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  temporary  shorthand-typist ;  but  this  extra  help 
has  been  counterbalanced  by  increased  work  and  the  ad¬ 
ditional  duties  that  follow  in  the  train  of  fresh  legislation. 

I  would  again  acknowledge  the  co-operation  received  from 
Officers  of  other  Departments;  and  thank  the  Chairmen  and 
Members  of  those  Committees  with  which  I  am  closely 
associated  for  their  support  and  sympathetic  consideration.

Social  Conditions. 


POPULATION.— The  estimated  mid-year  population  was 
52,700,  an  increase  of  only  100  over  1934.  The  increase  as 
represented  by  the  excess  of  City  births  over  deaths  was  41. 

The  maximum  unemployed  figure  was  2,329  in  February, 
as  compared  with  2,304  in  January,  1934;  and  the  minimum 
was  1,830  in  July,  as  compared  with  1,501  in  June,  1934. 

Female  domestic  labour  is  scarce,  probably  due  to  its  ab¬ 
sorption  into  trades  sharing  the  national  industrial  revival. 

The  application  of  the  last  Shops  Act  is  improving  the 
hygienic  conditions  of  shop  workers. 

None  of  the  City  industries  appear  to  have  specially  injurious 
effects  upon  the  workers  engaged  therein. 


Meteorology. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  City  Engineer  for  the  following 
details  supplied  from  observations  made  at  the  City  Water¬ 
works. 

1'he  highest  temperature  reached  was  89  degrees  Fahren¬ 
heit  on  13th  July;  and  the  lowest,  17  degrees  Fahrenheit,  or 
15  degrees  of  frost,  on  23rd  December. 

Rain  fell  on  179  days;  a  rain  day  being  one  on  which  not 
less  than  0-01  inches  of  rain  are  recorded. 


The  total  rainfall  was  26-83  inches.

within  the  City;  and  of  these,  434  were  males  and  406  females. 
There  were  93  births  to  non-residents  and  15  births  elsewhere 
to  persons  normally  resident  within  the  City.  The  corrected 
number  of  births  was  762;  and  the  rate  14-46. 

An  increasing  number  of  non-residents  would  seem  to  be 
making  use  of  the  services  of  City  doctors,  midwives  and 
nursing  homes  for  their  confinements.

DEATHS.— 754  deaths  were  registered  within  the  City. 
From  these  must  be  deducted  92  deaths  of  non-residents, 
and  to  them  added  59  deaths  of  City  residents  occurring 
elsewhere.

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The  recorded  death  rate  was  12T8,  compared  with  an 
average  for  the  preceding  ten  years  of  12-95. 

Excluding  deaths  of  infants,  the  mean  age  at  death  was 
60. 

Tabulated  at  the  end  of  the  report  on  page  102  are  details 
of  causes  of  deaths  at  varying  age  periods. 

Heart  disease  easily  heads  the  list  with  135  deaths,  and 
cancer  comes  second. 

The  diphtheria  death  rate  was  exceptionally  heavy. 

There  were  24  deaths  due  to  violence,  and  of  these,  ten 
followed  road  accidents.  Whilst  all  the  resources  of  modern 
medicine  and  surgery  are  being  marshalled  to  save  life,  an 
increasing  number  of  persons  are  being  killed  and  maimed 
each  year  on  the  roads.  Of  all  forms  of  preventable  deaths, 
deaths  due  to  road  accidents  should  be  the  most  easily  con¬ 
trolled.  Each  week  some  100  to  150  persons  are  killed,  and 
thousands  wounded  in  road  accidents;  yet  were  such  numbers 
concerned  in  a  colliery  or  rail  accident,  the  event  would  be 
described  as  a  national  disaster.  If  full  weekly  casualty 
lists  of  dead  and  wounded  were  published  as  in  war  time, 
perhaps  the  national  conscience  would  be  really  awakened 
to  this  needless  wastage  of  lives. 

SECTION  “B” 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services. 

STAFF. — A  reorganization  and  unification  of  the  Public 
Medical  Services  took  place  during  the  year. 

This  was  made  possible  by  the  retirement,  on  health  grounds, 
of  Dr.  Marion  Andrews,  the  School  Medical  Officer;  and  the 
retirement  also  of  Dr.  Legge,  part-time  Medical  Officer  to 
the  Public  Assistance  Committee,  who  expressed  his  willing- 
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ness  to  anticipate  by  some  months  his  automatic  retirement 
at  65,  in  order  to  facilitate  reorganization  of  the  medical 
staffing  of  the  Public  Health  Services. 

In  place  of  these  two  officers,  two  whole-time  Assistant 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  were  appointed;  and  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  became  School  Medical  Officer  and  Principal 
Medical  Officer  to  the  Public  Assistance  Committee. 

The  Health  Department  is  now  responsible  for  the  indoor 
medical  services  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee,  embracing 
the  medical  care  of  patients  at  the  Municipal  Homes  Hospital 
and  of  the  children  at  the  Cottage  Homes.  Administration 
of  the  Council’s  Health  Services  is  now  centralised  at  the 
Health  Department. 

Of  the  two  whole-time  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  Health, 
one  is  engaged  mainly  in  Tuberculosis  and  Infectious  Diseases 
work  and  in  the  medical  care  of  Municipal  Homes  patients; 
whilst  the  lady  Assistant  concentrates  on  School  Medical 
Service  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service. 

The  duties  of  these  officers  are,  however,  interchangeable; 
a  variety  of  work  and  experience  is  secured,  and  an  expansion 
of  the  public  medical  services  has  been  made  possible  by  the 
reorganization. 

A 'lady  shorthand-typist  was  also  added  to  the  staff. 

SPECIALIST  MEDICAL  STAFF.— During  the  year  Mr.  Tom 
Bates,  f.r.c.s. ,  retired  from  the  position  of  Medical  Officer  in 
charge  of  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic,  and  was  succeeded  by 
Mr.  Mark  Bates,  f.r.c.s. 

Mr.  N.  Duggan,  f.r.c.s.,  remains  in  charge  of  cases  of 
surgical  tuberculosis  at  the  City  Sanatorium. 
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HOME  NURSING. — No  change  took  place  in  the  home 
nursing  arrangements,  which  continued  in  the  hands  of  the 
City  and  County  Nursing  Association,  whose  work  done  for 
the  local  authority  is  summarised  below: —

POOR-LAW  OUT-RELIEF. — This  is  still  administered  by 
the  Public  Assistance  Committee  through  three  general 
practitioners. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES.— The  County  Analyst  carries 
out  all  chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses;  apart  from  those 
in  connection  with  the  Venereal  Diseases  Scheme,  which  are 
carried  out  at  the  Birmingham  City  Laboratory. 

Owing  to  the  high  incidence  of  diphtheria  during  the  year 
and  the  routine  swabbing  of  all  school  contacts,  the  number 
of  throat  swabs  submitted  for  examination  for  diphtheria 
was  particularly  large.

LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  ACT,  1929.— The  Public  Assistance 
Committee  controls  the  former  Poor-Law  Infirmary,  now 
styled  the  Municipal  Homes  Hospital.  The  Superintendent 
Nurse,  Miss  Smith,  unfortunately  had  to  resign  on  personal 
and  family  grounds.  She  has  been  succeeded  by  Miss  Dalmais, 
formerly  'at  the  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary,  who  is  ably 
extending  the  improvements  in  the  Nursing  Service  at  the 
Hospital  initiated  by  Miss  Smith. 

A  lift  has  been  provided  to  facilitate  the  admission  and 
movement  of  patients;  extensive  structural  alterations  and 
improvements  have  been  made  to  the  wards.  More  than 
half  the  time  of  the  male  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
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is  devoted  to  work  at  the  Municipal  Homes;  the  maternity 
cases  are  in  charge  of  the  female  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  during  the  ante-natal,  natal  and  post-natal  period; 
and  every  consideration  is  given  to  the  welfare  and  efficient 
nursing  of  the  patients. 

The  Public  Assistance  Committee  has  readily  accepted 
suggestions  for  the  improved  functioning  of  the  Municipal 
Homes  Hospital,  and  is  following  a  progressive  policy  which 
should  rapidly  alter  the  character  of  the  Municipal  Homes 
Hospital  and  induce  the  public  to  make  increasing  use  of  the 
Institution. 


HOSPITALS. — Treatment  of  certain  cases  sent  through  the 
School  Medical  Service,  the  Tuberculosis  Service,  and  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service  is  carried  out  at  the 
Worcester  Royal  Infirmary  under  a  block  grant  scheme 
which,  though  presenting  certain  anomalies,  has  worked  well 
and  without  administrative  difficulties  throughout  the  year. 

THE  CITY  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  deals  with  cases  of 
infectious  disease — all  forms  being  admitted — and  surgical 
and  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  the  central  heating  arrangements  were 
extended,  so  that  now  only  the  tuberculosis  section  is  without 
this  amenity. 


THE  WORCESTER  EYE  HOSPITAL  provides  for  the 
treatment  of  eye  cases  from  the  City  and  southern  part  of 
the  County;  and  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  are,  by 
arrangement  with  the  Council,  treated  at  this  hospital. 
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AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. — Three  ambulances  maintained 
by  the  Worcester  Red  Cross  Ambulance  Committee  and 
manned  by  volunteers  from  Worcester  Voluntary  Aid  De¬ 
tachments  Nos.  1  and  24,  provide  for  conveyance  of  non- 
infectious  patients. 

Depending  upon  the  financial  position  of  the  organization 
at  the  end  of  each  year,  the  Council  give  a  grant  of  up  to 
£ioo  a  year  to  the  Ambulance  Committee.  A  grant  of  £150 
has  been  recommended  for  the  year  under  review. 

One  motor  ambulance  for  removal  of  infectious  diseases 
cases  is  maintained  by  the  Council.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

WELFARE  CENTRE.  The  remarks  made  in  my  report 
for  1934  regarding  the  unsuitability  of  the  Welfare  Centre 
premises  still  apply,  although  some  replanning  of  the  use  of 
the  available  rooms  has  made  for  a  smoother  flow  of  visitors 
to  the  clinics. 

During  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  acquire  for  public 
health  purposes  the  Prison  site  in  Castle  Street ;  an  ideal 
position  for  a  new  Health  Centre.  It  is  disappointing  to 
record  that  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  decision 
has  been  reversed,  apparently  in  the  main  on  financial  grounds. 

No  changes  have  taken  place  among  the  Nursing  staff,  who 
continue  to  receive  the  assistance  of  voluntary  workers,  whose 
help  I  would  again  gratefully  acknowledge. 

PROVISION  OF  MILK  FOODS. — After  full  investigation 
into  family  income,  milk  foods  are  supplied  free  or  below 
cost;  the  nett  expenditure  for  1935  being  £460,  as  compared 
with  £601  in  1934. 

ANTE-NATAL  CARE. — A  separate  Ante-natal  Clinic  is 
now  held  each  Thursday  afternoon. 

The  work  done  in  this  connection  is  summarised  at  the  end 
of  this  section. 
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MATERNITY  BEDS. — N  ine  patients  were  admitted  as 

Home  Conditions  ”  cases  to  the  Municipal  Homes  Hospital 
Maternity  unit. 

Fifty-eight  cases  of  difficult  or  complicated  labour  or 
puerperal  infection  were  admitted  to  the  Worcester  Royal 
Infirmary,  where  there  is  now  a  maternity  unit  of  6  beds. 

Ninety-four  patients  were  admitted  to  the  6  beds  main¬ 
tained  by  the  City  and  County  Nursing  Association. 

In  addition  to  this  maternity  bed  provision,  certain  of  the 
private  “mixed”  nursing  homes  in  the  City  provide  maternity 
beds. 


PROVISION  OF  MEALS. — Where  they  are  specially  indi¬ 
cated,  meals  in  lieu  of  milk  are  supplied  to  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers.  3,350  dinners  were  supplied,  at  a  cost  of 
£92  16s.  3d.,  as  compared  with  2,314,  at  a  cost  of  £10  11s.  6d. 
in  1934. 


HOME  HELPS. — There  has  been  no  change  in  the  scheme 
for  the  provision  of  Home  Helps.  The  cost  of  supplying 
this  service  to  114  mothers  was  £57. 

INFANT  MORTALITY.— The  infant  mortality  rate  was 
52*5,  a  reduction  on  1934  of  6  per  1,000  babies  born.  7 he 
rate  of  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  57. 

Of  the  40  infant  deaths,  no  fewer  than  20  occurred  during 
the  first  month. 

The  neo-natal  death  rate  (relating  to  the  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  month  old  per  1,000  born)  was  thus  26*25.

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. — Eight  maternal  deaths  took 
place  during  the  year,  giving  the  abnormally  high  maternal 
mortality  rate  of  10-5,  as  compared  with  4-1  for  England  and 
Wales.  Without  attempting  in  any  way  to  minimise  the 
seriousness  of  these  figures,  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  in 
a  small  section  of  population,  slight  increase  or  decrease  of 
the  number  of  maternal  deaths  produce  wide  fluctuations  in 
the  mortality  rate.

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Case  IV  was  not  actually  recorded  as  a  maternal  death  by 
tlie  Registrar-General,  as  the  death  resulted  from  heart  disease. 
The  death  has,  however,  to  be  recorded  as  a  maternal  death 
because  it  occurred  in  a  pregnant  woman. 

The  case  illustrates  the  serious  danger  of  pregnancy  in  a 
woman  with  marked  heart  disease.  This  patient  had  been 
specially  admitted  to  the  Municipal  Homes  Hospital  on 
account  of  her  heart  condition. 

With  the  exception  of  one  patient  who  died  at  home,  the 
remaining  cases  all  died  at  the  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary. 
In  four  cases  there  had  been  surgical  intervention,  and  in 
two  cases  death  resulted  from  Pulmonar}^  Embolism — a 
fatality  by  no  means  confined  to  maternity  cases. 

PUERPERAL  INFECTION.— T  our  cases  of  puerperal  fever 
occurred.  Two  of  these,  initially  notified  as  cases  of  puerperal 
pyrexia,  died. 

Twelve  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified;  of  these, 
2  already  referred  to  developed  puerperal  fever  and  died; 
the  remainder  made  satisfactory  recoveries.

MIDWIVES  ACTS.— Eighteen  midwives  notified  their  in¬ 
tention  to  practice,  and  alone  or  with  doctors  conducted  840 


cases. 
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No  disciplinary  action  had  to  be  taken  against  any  mid¬ 
wife. 

One  midwife  was  suspended  for  six  weeks,  under  circum¬ 
stances  worthy  of  record.  In  July,  and  again  in  September, 
a  solitary  case  of  puerperal  infection  occurred  in  a  certain 
nursing  home.  On  each  occasion  enquiries  were  prosecuted 
and  adequate  disinfection  carried  out.  When  a  further  case 
occurred  in  October,  I  personally  made  a  closer  investigation, 
and  found  that  this  case  had  almost  coincided  with  the  return 
from  holiday  of  a  certain  midwife.  Swabs  taken  from  her 
throat  revealed  the  presence  of  the  haemolytic  streptococcus 
associated  with  certain  forms  of  puerperal  infection.  She 
was  suspended  from  duty  whilst  her  tonsils  were  enucleated, 
and  returned  to  duty  free  from  haemolytic  streptococci;  since 
which  time  no  further  infection  has  occurred  in  the  nursing 
home  in  question.  I  would  add  that  this  nursing  home  was 
being  well  conducted  and  has  always  been  carried  on  in  a 
most  satisfactory  manner.

One  hundred  and  ninety-nine  Medical  x\id  forms  were 
received,  indicating  that  Midwives  had  called  in  medical 
assistance  in  199  cases. 

Midwives  follow  a  difficult,  responsible,  and  often  self- 
sacrificing  calling,  for  a  monetary  reward  which  often  com¬ 
pensates  them  very  indifferently  for  their  labours  and  their 
devotion  to  duty. 

Whatever  may  be  its  shortcomings  in  other  directions,  the 
new  Midwives  Bill  should  at  least  greatly  improve  the  status 
of  those  Midwives  who  remain  in  practice.

WATER.— The  water  supply  continues  to  be  drawn  direct 
from  the  River  Severn  above  the  town,  filtered  and  chlorin¬ 
ated.  The  supply  is  always  adequate,  and  the  quality  re¬ 
markably  pure  when  it  is  considered  that  the  source  is  on 
occasion  extremely  dirty. 

Weekly  bacteriological  analyses  of  the  supply  are  made: 
the  bacterial  content  has  been  invariabfy  very  low,  and  no 
evidence  of  pollution  shown  throughout  the  year. 

The  City  Engineer  kindly  informs  me  that  the  approximate 
consumption  during  the  year  was  755,645,000  gallons,  or 
37*35  gallons  per  head  per  day  for  all  purposes. 

Water  from  wells  at  Dynes  Green,  Comer  Gardens  and 
Bilford  Cottages  was  found  unfit  for  drinking  purposes,  and 
the  provision  of  City  water  enforced. 

Fifty-nine  houses  still  depend  for  supply  upon  wells. 
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The  following  analysis  of  a  water  sample  taken  in  the

SCAVENGING.— No  serious  nuisance  from  tips  arose  during 
the  year. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. — The  City  is  practically  free  from 
industrial  smoke  nuisance,  there  being  an  increasing  tendency 
for  electricity  or  gas  to  be  used  in  the  local  industries. 

The  City  Electrical  Engineer  advised  me  that  electrical 
energy  representing  24,500  horse-power  is  being  used  in 
industrial  processes. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA.— The  following 
report  dealing  with  Sanitary  Inspection  within  the  area  is 
furnished  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Ralph  Taylor, 
whose  lengthy  experience  and  extensive  local  knowledge  is 
a  great  asset  to  the  department. 


ABATEMENT  OF  NUISANCES.— A  tabulated  summary  of 
the  sanitary  operations  is  given  below;  1,755  nuisances  having 
been  reported  during  the  year.  To  abate  these  nuisances, 
397  Request  Notices  were  served  upon  the  persons  respon¬ 
sible;  and  in  134  instances  the  Health  Committee  gave 
instructions  for  Statutory  Notices  to  be  served. 


In  4  instances  I  had  to  ask  the  Health  Committee  to  insti¬ 
tute  legal  proceedings,  but  in  each  case  the  nuisances  were 
abated  following  the  despatch  of  a  letter  of  warning.

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HOUSE  REFUSE. — During  the  year  362  Ashbins  have  been 
provided.  Standard  Bins  are  provided  by  the  Health  De¬ 
partment  at  a  minimum  cost,  and  an  Order  Form  is  enclosed 
with  each  Notice  that  is  served. 

In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  for 
non-compliance  with  Notices  served. 

The  number  of  Notices  served  in  connection  with  the 
provision  of  Ashbins  during  the  year  is  406,  i.e.,  359  Prelim¬ 
inary  Notices  and  47  Statutory  Notices. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT.  —  Twenty  -five  observations  were 
made  of  factory  chimneys,  in  accordance  with  the  Smoke 
Abatement  Act  of  1926. 

Two  cautionary  letters  were  sent  to  respective  owners 
during  the  year,  which  had  the  desired  effect  of  abating  the 
nuisance. 

RAG  FLOCK  ACT,  1911-1928.— As  no  premises  in  the  City 
come  within  the  purview  of  these  Acts,  no  action  thereunder 
was  necessary.

One  application  was  received  during  the  year  to  establish 
the  trade  of  a  Fish-frier,  and  one  for  a  Tripe-boiler.  Both 
these  were  refused. 
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A  Knacker  Yard  at  Croft  Road  is  licensed  annually  for 
slaughtering  horses  and  cattle  not  intended  for  the  food  of 
man;  subject  to  strict  supervision  as  to  the  carrying  out  of 
the  rules  and  regulations  which  govern  the  conduct  of  the 
trade. 

The  premises  where  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  are 
periodically  visited,  and  the  businesses  have,  on  the  whole, 
been  well  conducted,  and  no  serious  complaints  of  nuisance 
have  been  made. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES.  —  There  have  been  two 
changes  during  the  year  with  respect  to  the  number  of 
Common  Lodging  Houses,  and  there  are  now  8  Common 
Lodging  Houses  on  our  Register  providing  accommodation 
for  170  lodgers. 

Two  of  the  houses  are  permanently  registered;  whilst  the 
remainder,  having  been  established  under  Section  69  of  the 
Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  1907,  are  registered  annually. 

The  Bye-laws  relating  to  limewashing,  cleansing  of  bedding, 
separation  of  sexes,  etc.,  have  been  adhered  to,  and  every 
facility  has  been  given  to  the  District  Inspectors  by  the 
respective  owners  or  keepers  in  the  course  of  their  many 
inspections. 

HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS.— The  number  of  Houses  Let 
in  Lodgings  shown  on  our  register  at  the  end  of  1935  was  14. 
The  Bye-laws  recently  introduced  have  been  complied  with 
and  no  serious  complaint  has  arisen.

BAKEHOUSES. — At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  on 
our  register  42  Bakehouses  in  the  City,  which  includes  13 
which  are  classified  as  “  Factory  Bakehouses.”  There  were 
no  additions  during  the  year,  and  2  bakehouses  were  closed. 

The  Bakehouses  were  found  well  conducted,  and  no  serious 
nuisances  were  noticeable  during  our  periodical  inspections. 
One  Notice  was  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories 
with  regard  to  the  limewashing  of  a  Bakehouse  being  over¬ 
due,  and  this  omission  was  rectified  after  the  service  of  a 
Request  Notice  upon  the  occupier.

Housing. 


Owing  to  the  shortage  of  sites  for  re-housing,  representation 
of  unfit  houses,  either  as  Clearance  Areas  or  individual  unfit 
houses,  was  somewhat  slowed  up  during  the  year  as  there  was 
little  object  in  obtaining  demolition  orders  against  houses 
which,  from  shortage  of  rehousing  accommodation,  would 
require  to  house  their  occupants  for  a  considerable  period. 


Sufficient  sites  have  now  been  acquired  to  rehouse  all 
persons  displaced  under  the  Council's  Slum  Clearance  Pro¬ 
gramme. 


Four  small  areas — one  in  Bull  Entry  and  Chapel  Walk 
and  three  in  Newport  Street  and  Dolday — were  dealt  with 
as  Clearance  Areas,  and  in  each  instance  the  Council  obtained 
a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  for  acquisition  of  the  land. 


An  important  step  in  Housing  Acts  administration  was 
taken  during  the  year,  when  the  separate  Housing  Committee 
disappeared  and  its  place  was  taken  by  a  Housing  Sub-Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Health  Committee.  Members  of  this  Sub- 
Committee  are  also  Health  Committee  members,  and  as 
such,  are  acutely  aware  of  the  problems  of  Slum  Clearance 
and  overcrowding  which  form  the  raison  d’etre  of  re-housing. 


In  planning  the  new  houses  now  in  course  of  erection, 
endeavours  have  been  made  to  improve  upon  the  amenities 
previously  provided  in  the  Council's  houses. 
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For  the  first  time  a  supply  of  hot  water  will  be  made 
available;  the  third  bedroom  in  the  three-bedroom  type, 
and  the  fourth  in  the  four-bedroom  type,  has  been  enlarged 
so  as  to  furnish  sufficient  space  for  an  adult  according  to 
the  standards  of  the  1935  (Overcrowding)  Act.  Storage 
accommodation  for  cycles,  perambulators,  tools,  etc.,  has 
been  provided  integral  with  the  building;  the  water  closet 
is  separate  from  the  bath  room;  and  a  wash-hand  basin  is 
available. 


It  had  been  hoped  to  clear  up  the  kitchen-scullery  layout 
by  including  an  electric  wash  boiler;  but  the  Council  reversed 
its  own  decision  on  this  point.  There  is  a  fear  that  electricity 
is  too  expensive  an  amenity  for  Council  house  use;  practical 
tests  elsewhere  have  proved  this  fear  groundless.  Electricity 
and  gas  as  smokeless  fuels  have  every  argument  in  their 
favour;  not  least  of  which,  from  the  public  health  aspect,  is 
the  reduction  of  atmospheric  pollution  which  accompanies 
their  use. 


Council  house  administration  is  at  present  split  up  between 
the  departments  of  the  City  Engineer,  the  City  Treasurer, 
and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health;  and  whilst  these  depart¬ 
ments  work  together  in  the  closest  amity,  there  might  be 
advantages  in  creating  a  separate  department  for  housing 
management. 


The  bulk  of  rehoused  slum  dwellers  respond  favourably  to 
their  improved  environment;  but  bug-infestation  of  Council 
Houses  is  still  prevalent,  and  many  newly-housed  tenants 
need  that  guidance  and  help  that  a  separate  housing  manage¬ 
ment  should  be  able  to  provide. 
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Whilst  it  is  difficult  to  alter  the  lifetime  habits  of  the  older 
slum  dwellers,  much  can  be  done  through  the  school  child, 
and  inculcation  of  hygienic  habits  during  school  life  should 
do  much  to  improve  the  sanitary  state  of  Council-owned 
property.

The  sale  of  bottled  milk  is  dehnitety  gaining  ground,  whilst 
the  retailing  of  loose  milk  is  declining.  The  standard  of 
City  Dairies  and  Milkshops  is  higher  than  at  any  other  period 
since  1930. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

MILK. — The  sale  of  designated  milks  in  bottles  continues 
to  expand;  but  customs  die  hard,  and  those  persons  who  like 
their  milk  “  warm  from  the  cow  ”  continue  to  encourage  the 
purveyor  of  loose  milk,  whose  milk  handling  methods  are 
not  always  the  most  desirable. 

The  standard  of  equipment  for  dairies  and  milk  shops  has 
been  raised,  and  applicants  for  registration  must  provide 
adequate  facilities  for  the  clean  handling  of  milk. 
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Generally,  the  Dairies  and  Milkshops  are  well  conducted; 
and  the  public  who* receive  the  milk  would  do  well  to  imitate 
the  care  of  the  dairyman  in  milk  handling. 

The  time  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  recent  years 
has  been  very  largely  taken  up  with  Housing  matters.  When 
this  work  slackens  it  is  intended  to  tighten  up  the  supervision 
of  food  shops  and  food  handling  methods. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  submits  the  following  report 
regarding  inspection  and  supervision  of  food  and  other  matters 
particularly  affecting  his  section  of  the  department. 

MILK. — The  number  of  samples  of  milk  taken  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928,  which  were  sub¬ 
mitted  for  analysis  was  63.

Samples  of  milk  were  taken  in  course  of  delivery  from  the 
respective  farmers  concerned,  and  these  proved  on  analysis 
to  be  up  to  standard.  The  dairymen  appeared  before  the 
Health  Committee  and  were  strongly  warned. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION. — One  hundred  and 
fifty-two  samples  of  Milk  were  sent  to  the  City  Analyst 
during  the  year  1935  for  bacteriological  examination,  viz.:- 

132  for  Bacteria  Count. 

20  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli. 
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Of  the  latter  samples,  19  were  found  to  be  free  from  Tuber¬ 
culosis.  With  regard  to  the  one  exception,  the  following  is  a 
copy  of  the  Analyst’s  certificate  in  regard  thereto: — - 

The  Sample  has  been  centrifuged  and  the  sediment 
obtained  examined  microscopically  with  the  result  that 
numerous  Acid  fast  bacilli,  morphologically  resembling 
the  Tubercle  Bacillus  were  detected.” 

The  sample  was  taken  from  a  cow  that  had  been  notified 
from  a  farm  where  a  Grade  “A”  Licence  had  been  issued. 
On  receipt  of  the  Analyst’s  report,  investigations  were  made, 
with  the  result  that  a  cow  in  the  herd  was  slaughtered  and 
found  to  have  tuberculosis  of  the  udder  and  lungs.

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Our  register  of  dairymen  and  retail  purveyors  of  milk  has 
been  revised,  and  it  is  found  that  a  number  of  small  retailers, 
especially  those  residing  outside  the  City  boundary,  had 
given  up  their  trade. 


COWSHEDS.— During  the  year  2  Cowsheds  were  given  up, 
which  now  leaves  a  total  of  9  Cowsheds  on  our  register. 
These  Cowsheds  provide  accommodation  for  196  cows. 

The  Cowsheds  are  regularly  visited  by  the  District  In¬ 
spectors,  and  the  various  herds  in  the  City  are  examined 
by  the  Council’s  Veterinary  Inspector,  accompanied  by  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  Suspected  animals  are  milked  in 
the  presence  of  these  Officers,  when  samples  are  taken  and 
submitted  to  the  City  Analyst  for  biological  and  microscopical 
examination. 

In  this  connection  6  samples  of  Milk  were  taken,  all  of 
which  proved,  on  analysis,  to  be  free  from  tuberculosis. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS.— All  butchers’  shops  and 
other  premises  within  the  City  where  food  is  prepared  for 
human  consumption  are  regularly  visited  by  the  District 
Inspectors.  As  a  general  rule  these  premises  are  kept 
satisfactorily,  and  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  institute 
proceedings. 

The  covered  Meat  Market  provides  accommodation  for 
several  butchers’  stalls,  the  majority  of  which  only  trade  on 
two  days  of  the  week.  The  major  portion  of  the  English 
meat  sold  here  is  inspected  at  the  Public  Slaughterhouses. 
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Notices  were  received  at  the  office  from  householders  and 
others  who  desired  to  kill  pigs  for  their  own  consumption, 
and  30  pigs  were  inspected. 


PUBLIC  SLAUGHTERHOUSES.  The  Public  Slaughter¬ 
houses  were  first  established  in  1868,  and  from  time  to  time 
alterations  have  been  effected  to  bring  them  up  to  modern 
requirements. 


The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Ralph  Taylor,  visits  the 
Public  Slaughterhouses  each  morning,  and  all  meat  and 
internal  organs  are  examined  before  removal.  The  Manager, 
Mr.  G.  W.  Glendenning,  who  is  a  qualified  Meat  Inspector, 
keeps  the  premises  well  under  control  and  exercises  super¬ 
vision  over  the  animals  slaughtered.

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PRIVATE  SLAUGHTERHOUSES.— There  remain  in  the 
City  20  Private  Slaughterhouses,  19  being  registered  and  1 
licensed. 


The  Slaughterhouses  have  on  the  whole  been  well  con¬ 
ducted,  and  as  far  as  possible,  in  view  of  the  structural  defects 
existing,  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  and 
Meat  Regulations  have  been  carried  out. 


All  the  Slaughterhouses  have  recognised  hours  of  slaughter¬ 
ing,  as  laid  down  in  the  Meat  Regulations;  in  cases  of  disease, 
however,  separate  notification  must  be  given  to  the  Authority 
and  in  40  cases  this  was  done. 


HUMANE  SLAUGHTERING.  ..At  the  Public  Slaughter¬ 
houses  the  Cash  Captive  Bolt  Pistol  is  used  for  the  prelimin¬ 
ary  stunning  of  cattle  and  large  pigs,  and  the  Electro-lethaler 
for  all  other  animals. 


At  the  Private  Slaughterhouses  only  one  Electro-lethaler 
has  so  far  been  installed,  and  the  Cash  Captive  Bolt  Pistol 
is  the  instrument  used  on  all  other  animals.  Each  method 
has  always  proved  to  be  satisfactory.

Rat  Campaign. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  report  sent  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  in  November,  viz.: — 

7 th  January ,  1936. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  have  asked  to  be 
furnished  with  a  report  of  the  steps  taken  during  the  past 
year  by  your  Corporation  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act. 

It  is  obvious  that  a  City  such  as  Worcester,  situated  in  the 
centre  of  an  agricultural  district,  together  with  its  old  build¬ 
ings,  canals  and  river,  that  special  precautions  should  be 
taken  to  prevent  rats  gaining  the  ascendancy.  It  is,  there¬ 
fore,  the  custom  of  this  department  to  encourage  every  effort 
that  might  be  made  by  occupiers  of  premises  to  render  their 
premises  rat-free  and  rat-proof. 

The  present  rat  population  of  Great  Britain  is  considered 
by  authorities  to  be  in  excess  of  the  human  population.  This 
is  no  mere  conjecture;  the  result  of  rat  weeks  in  different 
towns  abundantly  substantiate  this  estimate.  The  fecundity 
of  rats  is  amazing:  a  pair  of  rats  could  have  as  many  as  880 
descendants  in  a  year  and  many  millions  in  the  course  of 
five  years.  Natural  checks,  of  course,  prevent  this,  but 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  their  normal  rate  of  increase  is 
truly  appalling. 
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In  order  to  keep  active  the  interest  of  catching  and  destroy¬ 
ing  rats  in  the  City,  the  sum  of  fourpence  is  paid  for  every 
rat  brought  to  the  Health  Office  provided  it  is  caught  within 
the  City  boundary. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below  that  this  year’s  total 
is  slightly  under  that  of  last  year: —

Since  our  campaign  started  in  1919,  92,263  rats  have  been 
accounted  for. 

During  National  Rat  Week  extra  efforts  were  applied.  Ad¬ 
vertisements  were  inserted  in  the  local  Press  and  posters  were 
exhibited  in  conspicuous  positions  in  the  City.  Cages,  traps 
and  poison  baits  were  given  out.  In  all  a  total  of  274  rats 
were  accounted  for  during  the  week.  The  average  number 
of  rats  caught  per  week  during  the  year  was  239.  During 
some  weeks,  however,  totals  exceeded  that  of  rat  week.  It 
is  thus  seen  that  in  spite  of  extra  propaganda  during  rat  week 
the  result  is  not  very  much  different  from  that  obtained  in 
any  other  week  of  the  year;  proving  that  a  continuous  and 
heavy  toll  is  being  maintained. 

It  may  be  remembered  that  there  was  a  serious  rat  infesta¬ 
tion  at  Lich  Street ;  and  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Committee 
did,  at  our  special  request,  substitute  a  proper  stoneware 
pipe  sewer  for  the  brick  one.  Previously,  nearly  all  the  houses 
in  this  street  periodically  had  infestations  of  rats  working 
into  their  cellars  and  through  the  walls  of  the  houses;  but  I 
am  pleased  to  report  that  since  the  new  sewer  was  laid,  no 
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premises  have  again  been  infested.  During  the  laying  of 
the  new  sewer,  rat  runs  were  discovered  in  the  excavations 
that  took  place. 

During  the  year  the  manholes  of  the  sewers  in  the  central 
part  of  the  City  have  been  periodically  baited  and  the  poisons 
have  been  taken. 

The  total  cost  for  the  12,429  rats  accounted  for  amounts 
to  £208  9s.  8d. :  a  negligible  amount  when  compared  with 
the  damage  that  would  have  occurred  had  the  rats  been 
allowed  to  live.

Canal  Boats  Acts. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  a  report  was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  on 
the  steps  taken  by  this  department  under  the  above  Acts; 
and  a  copy  of  same  appears  below. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Canal  Boats  Act. 

I  beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  required  by  Section  3 
of  the  Canal  Boats  Acts,  1884,  of  the  work  carried  out  under 
the  Canal  Boats  Acts  and  of  the  various  regulations  made 
thereunder  for  the  year  1935. 
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The  number  of  actual  inspections  of  canal  boats  was  26; 
but  the  various  locks  and  waterways  were  visited  on  many 
occasions  when  no  boats  were  met  with. 

The  condition  of  the  boats,  with  the  exception  of  the  4 
infringements  mentioned  below,  were  found  to  be  satisfactory 
and  quite  up  to  the  standard  of  former  years: —

No  application  has  yet  been  received  for  the  registration 
of  a  motor  boat,  but  there  has  been  a  considerable  increase 
in  motor-driven  traffic.  One  carrying  company  have  put 
on  the  canals  at  least  12  new  boats  during  the  year.  The 
Ministry  of  Health  have  recently  reviewed  the  Canal  Boats 
Regulations  in  the  light  of  modern  developments  and  con¬ 
ditions,  particularly  so  far  as  they  relate  to  structure,  equip¬ 
ment  and  arrangement  of  these  motor  boats. 

During  the  year  12  women,  4  children  between  5  and  12 
years  of  age,  and  4  children  under  5  years  of  age  were  found 
on  board  the  boats.  Only  one  case  of  overcrowding  was 
discovered,  the  parents  during  the  school  holidays  having 
brought  an  extra  boy  on  the  trip. 

There  were  126  boats  on  our  register  at  the  end  of  1935; 
of  this  number,  I  believe  42  to  be  in  use  or  available  for  use, 
and  84  which  have  not  been  met  with  for  some  years  and 
are  therefore  presumed  to  be  untraceable.

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SECTION  “F” 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over  Infectious 

and  other  Diseases. 

DIPHTHERIA.— The  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  referred  to 
in  my  last  report  as  occurring  towards  the  end  of  1934  con¬ 
tinued  into  1935,  and  throughout  the  year  the  incidence  of 
the  disease  has  been  above  normal.  Apart  from  an  outbreak 
in  one  school  department,  the  cases  were  not  localised,  but 
occurred  in  each  district  of  the  City. 

Altogether  272  cases  were  notified  and  334  cases  admitted 
into  the  City  Isolation  Hospital,  with  17  deaths.  The  dif¬ 
ference  in  these  numbers  is  due  to  the  fact  that  many  “carriers” 
were  admitted  to  hospital,  and  these  would  not  be  notifiable. 

Despite  adequate  publicity,  a  needlessly  large  number  of 
cases  were  lost,  due  to  delay  in  admission  to  hospital.  Time 
is  an  all-important  factor  in  the  treatment  of  Diphtheria,  and 
a  day  lost  may  often  mean  a  life  lost.  Success  in  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  Diphtheria  depends  upon  early  diagnosis;  adequate 
treatment  then  follows  automatically;  and  as  an  illustration 
of  this  I  would  state  that  whilst  occasionally  a  fever  nurse 
may  develop  Diphtheria,  never — not  even  in  the  pre-im¬ 
munisation  days — have  I  known  one  succumb  to  the  disease. 

As  the  seriousness  of  the  disease  had  impressed  itself  upon 
the  public  mind,  the  time  was  ripe  for  the  introduction  of 
immunisation;  and  a  campaign  was  started,  mainly  for  the 
benefit  of  school  children. 

The  response  was  astonishingly  good;  in  some  schools  more 
than  50%  of  acceptances  being  recorded;  and  by  the  end 
of  the  year  I  had  been  able  to  immunise  approximately 
1,999  children. 
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The  advisory  leaflet  used  in  connection  with  the  campaign 
is  reproduced  here: —

Every  year  about  2,000  children  die  in  England  and  Wales 
from  Diphtheria. 

Unfortunately,  in  some  instances  the  character  of  the  disease 
is  so  virulent  that  any  delay  in  its  recognition  prevents  a 
child  attacked  benefiting  by  the  treatment  that  would 
otherwise  have  saved  its  life. 

It  is  now  possible  by  means  of  immunisation  to  prevent 
persons  catching  Diphtheria. 

This  method  has  been  in  use  with  marked  success  for  a 
number  of  years  in  hospitals  and  institutions;  and  in  many 
towns  at  home  and  abroad  it  has  been  given  to  school 
children,  with  successful  reduction  in  Diphtheria. 

In  Worcester  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  are 
very  concerned  that  in  1934  no  less  than  6  children  died  from 
Diphthteria,  and  have  decided  to  offer  immunisation  free  to 
children  under  14  years  of  age. 

The  treatment  consists  of  three  inoculations  at  intervals  of 
two  weeks,  and  its  acceptance  by  parents  is  entirely  voluntary. 
No  bad  effects  upon  your  child's  health  need  be  feared. 
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A  child  inoculated  becomes  immune  to  Diphtheria  within 
three  months  after  the  first  inoculation,  and  the  immunity 
lasts  usually  throughout  school  life.  It  is  exceptional  for 
an  immunised  person  ever  to  catch  Diphtheria. 

Prevention  is  better  than  cure.

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Toxoid- antitoxin  Mixture  given  in  three  injections  of  l.c.c. 
at  fortnightly  intervals  was  used. 

Less  than  1%  of  reactions  have  been  recorded,  and  almost 
without  exception  these  were  trifling  in  character. 

Whilst  several  immunised  children  have  since  been  admitted 
to  hospital  with  Diphtheria,  there  has  not  been  amongst  them 
a  single  fatal  case  or  one  presenting  serious  complications. 

SCARLET  FEVER.- — The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  fell 
below  that  of  last  year,  there  being  143  cases  notified;  and 
of  these,  all  except  15  were  treated  in  hospital. 

The  disease  was  mild  in  type.  The  throat  swabbing  of 
Scarlet  Fever  cases  to  detect  possible  Diphtheria  carriers 
was  continued;  as  was  also  the  prophylactic  administration 
of  500  units  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin. 

MEASLES.— Two  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  during 
the  year. 


SMALLPOX.— No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  within  the 
City,  nor  were  any  patients  admitted  to  the  Smallpox  Hospital 
on  suspicion. 

VACCINATION. — As  from  September,  Dr.  Legge  ceased  to 
be  Public  Vaccinator  for  the  Municipal  Homes;  the  work 
being  now  done  by  the  male  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.

CLEANSING  AND  DISINFECTION.— During  the  year  the 
following  disinfection  steps  were  carried  out: — 

546  rooms  disinfected  and  66  lots  of  bedding  stoved  after 
cases  of  infectious  disease. 

80  houses  were  fumigated  in  connexion  with  disin¬ 
festation. 
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CITY  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL.— The  year  was  a  busy  one 
at  the  City  Isolation  Hospital,  as  the  table  giving  particulars 
of  admissions  and  discharges  shows.  In  addition  to  City 
cases,  fever  patients  from  the  southern  part  of  the  County 
are  also  admitted  on  request;  and  there  is  also  provision  at 
the  Hospital  for  46  tuberculous  patients. 

The  minimum  number  of  patients  at  any  time  was  69,  and 
the  maximum  128;  the  average  throughout  the  year  being 
89. 

The  continued  heavy  work  threw  a  strain  upon  the  nursing 
staff,  which  throughout  the  year'  was  constantly  below  its 
effective  strength  owing  to  minor  illnesses. 

There  is  tending  to  be  a  shortage  of  nurses  in  all  branches 
of  the  profession,  and  on  occasions  it  was  difficult  or  impossible 
to  obtain  temporary  assistance.  The  staff,  however,  worked 
loyally  and  well,  and  I  take  this  opportunity  of  recording 
my  appreciation  of  their  efforts  during  a  somewhat  trying 
year. 

The  central  heating  system  at  the  Hospital  was  extended 
so  that  all  the  wards  for  infectious  disease  are  now  warmed 
by  this  method. 

The  Tuberculosis  Block  is  still  without  any  means  of 
heating;  and  whilst  in  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  we  need 
to  avoid  stagnant  heated  atmospheres,  excessive  cold  in 
winter  is  calculated  to  depress  phthisis  patients,  particularly 
those  cases  in  which  there  is  an  associated  Bronchitis. 

The  average  daily  food  costs  at  the  hospital,  inclusive  of 
staff,  were  Is.  2|d.  per  head.  This  item  includes  the  supply 
to  each  tuberculous  patient  of  one  quart  of  tuberculin-tested 
Milk  per  day.

PREVENTION  OF 

BLINDNESS. — Towards 

the  prevention 

of  blindness  the  Council  provides  for  the  free  treatment  of 
cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  at  the  local  Eye  Hospital. 
A  certain  amount  of  preventive  work  is  also  secured  through 
the  treatment  of  eye  defects  in  school  children. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

NOTIFICATION.  —  Sixty  -six  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were 
notified,  and  a  further  12  cases  came  to  the  knowledge  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  without  previous  notification. 
Particulars  of  these  12  cases  are  shown  in  the  “  Supplemental 
Return  ”  of  the  Tuberculosis  statistics. 
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DEATHS. — The  number  of  deaths  was  43,  of  which  4  had 
not  been  previously  notified;  the  ratio  of  non-notified  to 
total  deaths  being  1  to  10-75. 

I  often  think  that  because  it  is  a  chronic  disease  and  sufferers 
in  the  smaller  communities  are  better  known  to  the  public 
than  they  are  in  the  larger  towns,  an  impression  is  left  that 
little  progress  in  the  eradication  of  Tuberculosis  is  being 
made  despite  the  money  spent  on  sanatoria  and  dispensaries. 
Actually,  such  is  not  the  case,  for  the  death  rate  from  Tuber¬ 
culosis  shows  a  steady  reduction,  and  the  expectation  of  life 
of  the  consumptive  is  being  steadily  extended. 

There  are  now  in  the  country  481  Tuberculosis  dispensaries 
and  clinics  and  570  residential  institutions  and  sanatoria 
providing  29,000  beds;  and  the  standard  death  rate  per 
million  has  fallen  from  1915  to  687  in  the  past  forty  years. 

Twenty-three  thousand  fewer  persons  die  from  Tubercu¬ 
losis  per  year  than  died  forty  years  ago;  and  if  the  production 
value  per  person  is  set  at  £2,000,  this  saving  of  life  represents 
a  value  to  the  State  of  46  million  pounds — a  sum  many 
times  greater  than  is  yearly  spent  on  the  prevention  and 
treatment  of  Consumption. 

EXTENT  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. — At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  283  notified  cases  upon  the  Health  Department 
register,  as  compared  with  280  in  1934. 

This  must  not  be  taken  to  mean  there  are  283  persons 
within  the  City  suffering  from  active  Tuberculosis;  it  merely 
indicates  that  these  persons  are  still  considered  uncured.  It 
must  be  remembered  that  the  standard  of  “cure”  for  Tubercu¬ 
losis  is  very  exacting,  for  a  patient's  disease  must  have  been 
“quiescent”  for  two  years  and  arrested  for  a  further  three 
years  before  he  can  be  regarded  as  “cured.” 
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Of  the  283  persons  on  the  notification  register,  many  are 
well  and  working,  and  attend  the  Dispensary  at  infrequent 
intervals  for  precautionary  examination  only. 

TUBERCULOSIS  DISPENSARY.— The  work  of  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Dispensary  is  tabulated  on  pages  04-96. 

More  suitable  and  up-to-date  dispensary  provision  is  long 
overdue. 

VISITING. — During  the  year  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse  paid 
3,279  visits  to  patients’  homes. 

DENTAL  TREATMENT.— Fifty  -one  patients  were  treated 
at  73  attendances  by  Mr.  Matley  Moore. 

ARTIFICIAL  PNEUMOTHORAX. —  The  male  Assistant 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  now  taken  over  the  Artificial 
Pneumothorax  work  formerly  carried  out  for  the  Council 
by  Mr.  Duggan. 

During  the  year  this  form  of  treatment  was  given  to  7 
cases. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1925,  Section  62.— It  was  not 

considered  necessary  to  remove  any  patient  compulsorily  to 
a  sanatorium  under  this  section. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS) 
REGULATIONS,  1925.— It  was  not  found  necessary,  under 
these  Regulations,  to  stop  from  working  any  tubercular 
person  engaged  in  the  handling  of  milk.

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SANATORIUM  TREATMENT. 

CITY  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL.— Fifty  -one  Pulmonary  cases 
and  15  Non-pulmonary  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Tubercu¬ 
losis  wards  of  the  City  Isolation  Hospital. 

Eighteen  cases  were  admitted  for  observation,  and  10  Non- 
pulmonary  cases  from  the  County  were  treated. 

There  was  no  shortage  of  accommodation;  and  the  8  beds 
reserved  at  Knight  wick  were  not  always  in  full  use. 

Artificial  light  treatment  for  Non-pulmonary  cases  and 
artificial  pneumothorax  treatment  and  sanocrysin  injection 
have  been  continued  as  aids  to  the  normal  sanatorium  regime. 

The  use  of  X-rays  for  diagnosis  and  control  of  treatment 
has  very  much  increased  since  it  has  been  possible  to  arrange 
for  these  cases  to  be  X-rayed  at  the  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary 
by  Dr.  Neville  Crowe  in  consultation  with  Dr.  Burnett. 

The  value  of  the  X-ray  report  is  enhanced  as  the  radiologist 
has  the  clinical  report  to  assist  him,  and  the  Tuberculosis 
officer  has  the  advantage  of  seeing  the  case  screened  and 
checking  his  clinical  findings. 


TUBERCULOSIS  AFTER-CARE  COMMITTEE.— From  the 
annual  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Tuberculosis  After-care 
Committee,  Mr.  Christian,  I  have  extracted  the  following- 
particulars  regarding  the  activities  of  the  Committee : — 

Extra  Nourishment: 

4,948  pints  of  milk  to  29  patients. 

Ill  pounds  of  butter  to  4  patients. 

770  eggs  to  5  patients. 
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Clothing : 

A  number  of  patients  or  dependents  have  been 
supplied  with  articles  of  clothing ;  the  total  garments 
given  during  the  past  year  being  500. 

Employment : 

A  number  of  patients  have  been  found  temporary 
or  permanent  employment. 

Three  air  rings  and  1  bed-rest  are  loaned  out  to 
patients  requiring  them. 

In  addition,  representations  to  the  Public  Assistance 
Committee  have  resulted  in  sympathetic  considera¬ 
tion  being  given  to  the  cases  of  necessitous  Tuber¬ 
culosis  patients. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. — The  work  at  the  conjoint  clinic 
maintained  at  the  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary  by  the  County 
and  City  Councils  has  been  continued  during  the  year  under 
the  medical  control  of  Mr.  Tom  Bates,  f.r.c.s.

Eight  new  defectives  came  under  the  care  of  the  Committee: 
4  were  committed  to  institutional  care,  and  2  removed  to 
Powick  Mental  Hospital. 

The  usual  visits  to  defectives  under  guardianship  have  been 
paid  by  Miss  Tree,  the  Visiting  and  Petitioning  Officer, 
assisted  by  Miss  Bates  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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The  Occupation  Centre  continues  to  be  conducted  by  Miss 
Webb  and  the  woodwork  class  by  Mr.  Johnson. 

The  total  cases  known  to  the  Committee  which  comprise 
cases  for  which  the  Committee  has  "statutory”  responsibility 
and  cases  under  "voluntary  supervision”  have  increased 
from  139  to  158;  and  the  cost  of  these  defectives  to  the 
community  likewise  shows  progressive  increase. 

Parents  and  relations  are  showing  either  a  reluctance  to 
look  after  their  own  defectives  or  a  readiness  to  accept 
institutional  treatment  and  to  place  their  burden  upon  the 
State.  Ascertainment  is  now  more  complete,  and  fewer 
defectives  escape  the  net. 

There  is  considerable  difficulty  in  placing  low-grade  de¬ 
fectives. 

The  Order  constituting  a  Midland  Joint  Board  to  provide 
a  new  institution  for  defectives  has  now  been  made,  and 
beds  will  in  time  be  available  to  the  Local  Authority  in  anew 
institution  to  be  erected  in  conjunction  with  the  County 
Boroughs  of  Northampton,  Smethwick,  Dudley  and  Burton 
and  the  County  of  Worcestershire. 


MENTAL  TREATMENT  ACT,  1930.— Dr  Fenton,  Medical 
Superintendent  of  Powick  Mental  Hospital,  holds  fortnightly 
an  Out-patient  Treatment  Clinic  at  the  Worcester  Royal 
Infirmary,  at  which  County  and  City  cases  are  seen. 

The  anticipated  use  of  this  clinic  is  not  being  realised,  and 
the  attendances  are  few. 
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Dr.  Fenton  reports  that  during  the  year  9  male  and  8 
female  patients  were  treated,  and  made  20  attendances. 


LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  AND  OTHER  OFFICERS  SUPER¬ 
ANNUATION  ACT.— During  the  year  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  examined  33  candidates  for  office  under  the  Corpora¬ 
tion,  with  the  following  results: — 

30  passed  fit  at  once. 

1  passed  after  dental  treatment  carried  out. 

1  passed  eyesight  corrected. 

1  rejected  on  account  of  very  defective  eyesight. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  PROPAGANDA.— In  addition  to  ad¬ 
dresses  given  to  various  organizations  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
circulars  were  distributed  in  connection  with  immunisation 
and  the  control  of  infectious  disease  contacts. 


Support  was  given  to  Milk  Publicity  Week. 

Health  propaganda  posters,  changed  monthly,  continue  to 
be  displayed  on  public  notice  boards  provided  by  the  Health 
Committee.
